Executive Uses Four Gold Pens In 
Writing Bill into Law, Three of 
Which Go to Authors of Act—De.- 
clares Free and Elastic Credits Are 
Assurred 


President Wilson signed the Glass- 
Owen currency bill in the presence of 
members of his cabinet, the congres- 
sional committees on banking and 
currency and Democratic leaders in 
congress generally, 

With a .ew strokes of the pen, the 
president’ converted into law the 
measure to be known as the federal 
reserve act, reorganizing the na- 
tion’s banking and currency system 
and furnishing, in the words of the 
president, “the machinery for free, 
elastic and uncontrolled ,credits, put 
at the disposal of the merchants and 
manufacturers of this country for the 
first time in fifty years.” 

Enthuastic applause ran through 
the room, not only as the president 


und all the members of the| amxed nis signature, but as he de- 


livered an extemporaneous speech 
characterizing the desire of the ad- 
ministration to take’ common counsel 
with the business men of the country 
and: the latter’s efforts to meet the 
government’s advances on “the con- 
stitution of peace.” 

The event came at the close of a 
day of rejoicing in the national capi- 
tal, for congress had recessed for two 
weeks for the fitst time since it con- 
vened last April. Tae Democratic 
leaders were jubilant because they 
had completed two big pieces of legis- 
lation—the tariff and the currency re- 
form, in nine months—a performance 
which they considered unprecedented 
in the history of the country. 

Four gold pens were used by the 
president in writing the bill into law. 
He wrote thd words, “23, Decem- 
ber, 1913, anproved,” with one, and 
used three pens in writing ‘Woodrow 
Wilson,” splitting the first name into 
two syllables.. The last three pens he 
presented to Senator Owen, Repre- 
sentative Glass and Secretary Mc- 
Adoo, co-authors of the measure. 
The president answered the curiosity 
of the crowd as to the disposition of 
the fourth with the laughing remark, 
“This is the 40 péfcent gold réserve.” 
Later it developed that Senator Chil- 
ton of West Virginia had sent up a 
gold pen of his own to be used in 
writing the date of the law. The 
president was in a happy humor as 
he slowly _Wrote his name.

REPORS ON COTTON 


Census Bulletin Says Amount Manu- 
factured Exceeds Record 

Increased manufacture of cotton 
goods in the United States and a cor- 
responding increase in exports of raw 
cotton were shown in a census bulle- 
tin. 

Of 16,225,734 hales in this country 
Aug. 31 last, 5,826,330 bales, or 
about 35 percent, were used in the 
local. mills, 54 percent was exported 
and 10 percent is still held in ware- 
houses, mostly in Massachusetts. 

The amount of cotton used in manu- 
facturing exceeds that of last year 
by 418,747 bales and is the. largest 
in the history of the cotton industry. 
Exports fell off 1,880,792 bales from 
1912, but exceed the figures of any 
previous year.

Finding Him Out 


It is altogether too customary to 
apply the above phrase to the detec- 
tion of something that is wrong in a 
person. There is not the least reason 
why it should apply in that way, and 
there is every reason why it ‘should 
head a brief word of commendation 
for the present junior senator from 
Massachusetts. More . newspapers 
than ought to, and many more people 
than had any right to, expressed con- 
siderable doubt about the election of 
John W. Weeks as a successor of 
Senator Crane. They did not be-' 
lieve that he could be a servant of 
Massachusetts because he was a 
banker; they did not believe he could 
be fair to.all interests of the country, 
because he had so many large inter- 
ests himself. Some would-be states-_ 
men of Massachusetts, in the: Legis- 
lature, holding high places in the gov- 
ernment of the state, said some 
pretty harsh things and predicted 
dire disaster for this great common- 
wealth because it had chosen Mr, 
Weeks for this high office. His first 
great test is referred to as follows 
by the Springfield Republican; — . 

The stand taken by.~ Senator 
Weeks in voting for the currency 
bill should bring increased recog- 
nition of his breadth as a legis- 
slator. No other senator might 
have been expected, from past 
affiliations,. to exhibit a more 
confirmed prejudice against the 
Democratic measure. Not only 
had Senator Weeks been a mem- 
ber of the Aldrich monetary com- 
mission, and therefore been like- 
ly to be swayed by pride of 
opinion, but he was also prom- 
inently concerned in the passage 
of the Aldrich-Vreeland emer- 
gency currency bill in 1908. His 
broad-minded action in the pres- 
ent instance recalls his perform- 
ance in connection with the 
establishment of: the postal sav- 
ings bank three years ago. He 
was then chairman of the post- 
office committee of the House, 
and was entirely frank in saying 
at the outset that he had been, 
and was, opposed to the- theory 
of postal banks, but that he rec- 
ognized the obligation in the 
party. platform, and proposed to 
see if a bill could be drafted . 
which he could conscientiously 
support. To the bill which was 
then drawn he succeeded in win- 
ning over his hostile committee, 
and he then carried it through 
the House. The fact that the postal 
savings banks are now in exist- 
ence is due, more than to any 
others, to Mr.' Weeks afid to Mr. 

Taft, who when it was later pro- 

posed by faint-hearted Republi- 


cans in the Senate to throw the 

bill overboard, insisted that the 

party faith must be kept and suc- 
ceeded in holding the Senate to 

its duty. . # , 

Things .must begin. to look differ- 
ently to people as they see the broad, 
statesman-like attitude taken by Mr. 
Weeks on questions that come before 
him for consideration, and the latest 
opportunity to show his size and 
make-up proves exactly what was ex- 
pected of him by those who had con- 
fidence in him and wanted to see him 
advanced. . One of the most gratify- 
ing features in connection with Sena- 
tor Weeks’s attitude on the Currency 
Bill is the acknowledgment on the 
part of many opposed to him that he 
is, after all, measuring up to the 
standard Massachusetts wants firmly 
fixed for her highest lawmakers. The 
public at large will come to this ‘same 
position as the years go by, and prove 
that Republicanism was elevated and 
public service was made more efficient 
when it brought to service in the 
.party and to a high place in the 
imation’s government, the present 
junior senator, John W. Weeks.

sort of thing in the state of religious 
feeling in Ireland today, or rather

Smith was dying when Dr. Grau- 
stein regained consciousness. He 
could hear. the groans of his friend 
while he struggled to free himself 
from the overturned car, But by the 
time he had extricated himself, 
Searched about the touring car and 
found Smith his pulse had stopped, 
An hour passed between the time. of 
re accifent and when the physician. 
él about ‘im the darkness for his 
wounded companion, ; 

The two men were bound from Bos- 
ton to, Brockton. They reached 
Stoughton about 1 o’elock in the 
morning. On Washington street the 
machine skidded. Dr, Graustemn 
says that. when the auto began to 
slurr on the roadbed Smith put on 
more. power in an effort to keep the 
machine on its track. The wheels, 
however, failed to catch the earth. 

The auto described an arc, and 
then,. snapping in the air. fell upside 
down. Smith was piniuned beneath 
the engine. Dr. Graustein in some 
manner caught his foot in a forward 
wheel and was rendered unconscious 
when the machine fell. 

An hour later, according to Dr. 
Graustein, he regained his senses. 
His foot was still caught in the wheel 
and with difficulty and much pain he 
extricated ‘it. 

Dr. Graustein then went to. the 
nearest house, that of John Webb, 
who woke up several of the neighbors 
and notitied the police of both Stough- 
ton and Brockton. \ 

The party went immediately back to 
the place where the automobile was 
overturned, lifted it up and found 
Smith. dead beneath it. 

At his home.in Brockton, where he 
is contined, Dr. Graustein said: 
“While I worked to free myself | 
heard groans. It was dark and some 
time before I could get free. { hob- 
bled around and found a small flash- 
light. With it I located Smith be- 
neath the car. An arm and leg was 
all that protruded. I felt his pulse 
and it was still, 

“As soon as 1.could I went to the 
nome of John Webb, 1275 Washing- 
ton street, and.told him of thé acci- 
dent. it was the nearest house to 
the scene. \He telephoned to the local 
police and the police of Brockton, and 
also afouséd several neighbors.
